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To the City Council of the City of New Bedford. 


GENTLEMEN :—We have the honor to present the forty- 
fifth annual report of the Board of Trustees of the Free 
Public Library. 

The year has been one of unusual activity in the work 
of the library. It has witnessed a marked increase in the 
use to which the library is put by the people of New Bed- 
ford, the circulation of books having greatly increased, 
while the library has been resorted to by readers for pleas- 
ure and by students far more than ever before. The cata- 
logue and re-classification begun several years ago is 
practically completed, though the books in the attic, for 
which there is no room on the shelves, have not been cata- 
logued. The work done is the cataloguing of not quite 
50,000 volumes,: making necessary the writing of five 
cards to each book, or approximately 250,000 cards. The 
fiction, numbering 9,000 volumes, had been classified pre- 
viously, but no cards were written. It was necessary to 
handle these books eight times before they were put in their 
resting places on the shelves, beside which, on account of 
the lack of room, most of them had to be moved three or 
four times. While all this work of cataloguing was going 
on, however, the regular circulation and reference work 
of the library continued without a break. The library 
has not been closed an hour on account of the cataloguing. 
The new catalogue is made up on what is known as the 
dictionary plan; that is, the names of authors, the titles 
of their books, and the subjects are arranged in one alpha- 
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bet. This makes it possible for the searcher to find the 
book which he wants, if he knows either the author’s 
name, the title, or the subject. It also facilitates the 
study of special subjects, and makes the library available 
for use as it never has been before. 

An improvement in administration simplifying the rou- 
tine of the library work has been a change in the charging 
system to a plan which involves far less work than the old 
one, and which makes it possible to trace the whereabouts 
of a book with little difficulty. 

A new idea of the past year, and one which has worked 
admirably, was the placing of a case for the new books in 
the reading room, where they are readily accessible to the 
public. With very few exceptions, all the additions to 
the library find their way into this case. There is also a 
case for books which have a special use in connection with 
some matter which may be of current interest. The pat- 
rons of the library appear to appreciate the opportunities 
which are given them in this way. The books receive 
constant attention, and instances of abuse of the privilege 
are rare. On the other hand, there is ample proof that: 
this scheme has increased the circulation of the library 
and improved its character. In many cases, patrons have 
taken books which they never would have known had it 
not been for this chance of unrestricted inspection. 

Some attempt has been made to improve the monthly 
bulletin by including in it, beyond the list of additions, 
general information concerning the library and brief bibli- 
ographies on current topics. These bibliographies are not 
intended for scholars, but for popular use, and in this light 
seem to serve a good purpose. In the coming year, some 
changes are to be made with a view to improving the bul- 
letin still further, though these must be regarded as ex- 
perimental. 

A new feature, just established, is the placing of an in- 
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formation desk in the public room, in charge of the sec- 
ond assistant librarian. This seemed to be necessary, in 
view of the increasing demand for help on the part of 
searchers for information on a wide variety of topics. It 
is the desire of the trustees that this new department shall 
be availed of to the fullest extent by the public. 

For a number of years the trustees have annually, in 
their report, spoken of the necessity for more room in 
which to carry on the operations of the library. What- 
ever has been said in the past of the need in this respect 
must be said over again at this time. The trustees can 
only reiterate with renewed emphasis the often repeated 
assertion that the library is sadly hampered and fails to 
reach a satisfactory condition of usefulness and efficiency 
largely because it is crowded. Within two or three years 
the use of the reading room has been very largely in- 
creased ; so much so, that frequently all the seats which 
can be supplied to readers are occupied at one time. But 
this reading room is also the room which is used for the 
delivery of books and for the accommodation of students. 
_ Necessarily, the confusion and noise are distracting to 
readers and students, and are sources of serious annoy- 
ance to both classes. It should be remembered that the 
circulation of books taken away from the library is larger 
by some eight thousand or nine thousand than it was only 
a year or two ago, and that the mere routine work of re- 
ceiving and delivering books is fatal to the quiet required 
by users of the library within its own walls. Large as 
the increase in this direction has been, the increase in 
reference and reading room use is in even larger pro- 
portion. These activities of the library have reached a 
point where they clash, and where one room—particularly 
the one room at their disposal—is too small for them to 
dwell together. And here it is well enough to say that 
the chief difficulty would not be removed merely by pro- 
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viding one larger room. For the best results, the depart- 
ments should be distinctly separated. Under the present 
conditions, the space devoted to the reading room is so 
limited that the periodicals and newspapers cannot be ar- 
ranged in convenient shape for the use of readers. For 
the same reason, not one-half the books of reference which 
should be placed in the reading room ready to the readers’ 
hand, can be placed there. 

Much the same difficulty is encountered in providing for 
the routine of the library. No work room exists in which 
books can be received from the bookseller or periodicals 
from the binder and prepared for the public use. All the 
work from ordering the books to gumming on the labels 
has to be done in numerous little crowded corners, where 
what room there is is needed for the storing of books. 
Naturally, the work is made cumbrous and expensive, for 
lack of the proper conditions under which to perform it. 

The book shelves are already filled to almost their full 
capacity, such room as still remains being pre-empted by 
the natural growth of the library in the next four or five 
years—perhaps less. It is thus found necessary to load . 
the tops of many of the cases with books and periodicals. 
Besides, some thousands of books, many of them valuable 
and in frequent demand, are stored in the attic. Some of 
ihem are classified, and can be readily found. More are 
not, and can be found only with great difficulty, and by 
most of the library staff not at all. There is, mostly in 
the attic, partly bound and partly unbound, but not classi- 
fied or catalogued, except to a very limited extent, one of 
the finest collections of pamphlets that can be found in the 
country. Some of them are valuable as curiosities, and 
many as egntributions to the knowledge of local or State 
history. But, in the present state of affairs, their utiliza- 
tion is impossible. They cannot even be arranged intelli- 
gently. They are certainly exposed to the danger of fire, 
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and they are of necessity withheld from the uses to which 
they might be put. 

The trustees wish also to call attention to the totally in- 
adequate facilities for the consultation of many books and 
of newspapers. For neither of these things is there any 
even fair provision. In the case of the newspapers, the 
bound volumes are stored in many different parts of the 
building and where some of them are especially difficult 
of access. Yet they are in constant demand, while pat- 
rons are put to all manner of inconvenience in their con- 
sultation. Here the defect is particularly noticeable, 
because much room is needed for the comfortable exam- 
ination of newspaper files.
